.. Arguments in the French Commerce, 
enough having been faid to convince all, ex- 
cept thofe who Demonftrations cannot con- 
vince. — 

We are now obferving fomething upon the 
great Quantities of French Gold.which has 
been brought over hither, and Coin’d downat 
the Tower into Englifh Guineas. If our News- 
Mongers may be believed, the Bank have this 
laft Week received One hundred thoufand Gui- 
neas from the Tower; and one fingle French 
Merchant is named in Print, who has Forty 
thoufand more now Coining in the Tower 
upon his own Account, befides a prodigious 
Number of French Guineas now current among 
us, which appear in all Payments. 

The Queftion before us is, Whence is it 
that al! this French Gold comes over hithefin 
Specie? The Anfwer is clear, it muft be one 
or both of thefe two ways. (1.) By the Ex- 
change running fo againft the French, that we 
are able to buy their Gold to our Advantage ; 
Or, (2-) It muft be by the great Quantities of 
Goods which we fend to them; which over- 
ballancing what we recefve from them, brings 
away their ready Money tous; either of thefe 
are toour Advantage, and the evident Lofs of 
the French |

This, fay$ the News-Writer, is a great Mor- 
tification to the French Metchants, who had 
fent Six Ships with 400000 pieces of Right 
to load Coffee at Alexandria, and to bring it 
to Marfeilles, who by this Prohibition will 
_ now be difappointed.of their Loading.

ftead of their own; an undeniable Proof, that 
either they have none of their own, or that 
hole which. they havevare not fit for the 
rade. 
In another placé, they appear bringing vaft 
Quantities of Gold to usin Specie ; which muft 
be either for a Ballance of Exchange, or a 


“ Ballance of Merchandizes, and be it which it 


will, fhews we Gain by our Trade with them. 
Here we have them fending a vaft Sum of 
Money in Specie to a Market, where, it is well 
known, if they had Woollen Manufa&urés 
that were good for any thing, they might fell 
them ; and if they fend Money thither to buy 
Goods, it muft be, becaufe they have not Goods 


‘fufficient to fend thither-in its ftead. 


All thefe things Confpire to dete& thefe Men, 
and to make it appear, that they have con- 
{tantly Impofed upon the Nation:in the Ac- 
coufts they have given of the French ‘Trade; 
and it is the greateft. of Wonders, that no- 
thing fhould Check their Confidence in thefe 
things, but that in {pite of fuch Conviions, 
they fhould goon to amufe their Country, and 
impofe upon the Ignorance of the People. 

Hitherto the Afercator has, with: as much 
clearne{s:as: poffible, endeavoured to Oppofe 
them, and to.expofe the Knavery-of thefe De- 
lufions; Pofterity will fee farther_into them 
than we are able to do at prefent , Prejudices 
will then be removed ; Parties will then, as it 
is to be hoped, be out of the Cafes they will 
fee, Without the Partiality that now infeés us, 
and will feel the want of this Trade, ‘if it be
